The annual Belleville National Strawberry 
Festival Parade steps off at 11 a.m.

Curtis was a member of the staff that 
started the softball program in the school 
district, so she basically built the field and 
program from scratch into one of the most 
successful in the state. 

Curtis is a BHS graduate and now has 
grandchildren who attend school in the 
district. 

While honoring her before the school board 
in 2016, Athletic Director Joseph Brodie 
said, “She is a true example of loyalty and 
dedication.” 

He said on the field, Curtis accumulated 
more than 700 wins, numerous coaching 
honors including induction into the 
Michigan High School Athletic Association 
Coaches Hall of Fame, as well as league, 
district, and regional championships. 

Brodie said, to his count, Curtis had been 
involved with getting 35 of her players 
signed to play at the collegiate level. 

Besides the Grand Marshal, parade 
coordinator 34" District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green announces the following units 
had signed up for the parade as of Monday.

Breaking the Silence in 
Sumpter Twp: Part II 


To the editor, 

The letter I wrote in last week’s 
Independent is very clear why I am now 
breaking my silence about Sumpter 
Township PD. I think readers whether from 
Sumpter Township or around the area can 
understand what prompted me to speak out. 
Just to be clear though, the reason I knew I 
had to speak out is because I took the firing 
of my job very serious. I deserved a second 
change just as Ofc. Salajan got. I have done 
many, many good things as a police officer 
within the department and throughout the 
community was clearly nothing Chief 
Luke would even consider. But how can 
anyone (me) not speak up when you see 
how another officer not lose his job and 
was treated quite differently. For me, this 
was my final confirmation just how much 
Chief Luke despised me working as a 
police officer in Sumpter Township. 

I mentioned in my last letter that there has 
been a long negative history between Chief 
Luke and I and everyone at the department 
knew this, too. The sad thing is that when 
you spend your career trying to be accepted 
by mainly one person and realizing no 
matter what you do or how well you did it, 
this wasn’t going to happen. 

The years of this treatment finally took its 
toll in October 2016 while our union was 
experiencing issues with a 5+ year expired 
contract and a change of the executive 
board members (me becoming union 
president). I believed I was experiencing 
workplace harassment and retaliation. 
I expressed this to Lt. Gannon through 
an email and was advised by him to 
complete a written statement of names, 
dates, times, as the department takes 
this seriously. I submitted a handwritten 
10-13-page statement which included 
names, dates, times etc. This came only 
months after Supervisor John Morgan 
mandated all township employees to 
attend a harassment seminar held by the 
township in May 2016. 

Chief Luke, Lt. Gannon and I met to 
discuss my statement/complaint. After 
Chief Luke went through my statement, I 
was told that these were all union issues 
and as Chief of Police, he could not get 
involved in union business. I stressed 
to Luke both verbally and in my written 
statement that not all the occurrences took 
place in union meetings and spilled into the 
workplace and even the courtroom. 

Chief Luke disagreed, again stating that 
he, as Chief of Police cannot get involved 
in union business. He did not speak to any 
of the other officers that witnessed some of 
this happening and to my knowledge was 
not investigated. I cannot begin to explain 
how I felt or what I was going through 
mentally and emotionally by this time. 
What now? 

It has been a known fact around the 
police department that we as officers 


were looked upon very badly if anyone 
went “across the street” (township hall) 
for any help. At that point I had enough 
and exhausted any of hope of anything 
getting better so I spoke to Peggy Morgan 
briefly who referred me to Trustee Don 
Swinson. Peggy Morgan advised me that 
she did not want to get accused of being 
“friends” with me (even though we were 
never actually friends and hung out, more

be tolerated or allowed from anyone who 
worked for the township. 

LaPorte arranged a meeting with 
Supervisor John Morgan. This meeting 
took place in December 2016 in Supervisor 
John Morgan’s office. I advised Supervisor 
Morgan of my harassment complaint at 
the PD and many other issues. I expressed 
my concerns and fear of retaliation to John 
Morgan and Don LaPorte numerous times 
throughout our meeting just by me coming 
to them. Supervisor Morgan advised me 
that he would have to do his due diligence 
and speak to all involved. He also advised 
me that he would have another meeting 
with all of us present to resolve any 
issues. I agreed but again expressed my 
concerns. I was reassured by both Trustee 
Don LaPorte and Supervisor Morgan that 
everything would be ok and Morgan stated 
he would be back in touch in a few days. 

Days, weeks then more than a month went 
by and I did not hear back from either one. 
Another few weeks went by (now February 
2017) when I ran into Don LaPorte in the 
parking lot at Willis Market. We discussed 
when the next union negotiation meeting 
may take place and then I asked Don 
LaPorte why he or Supervisor Morgan had 
not gotten back with me. I had been on pins 
and needles stressing out for over a month 
not knowing if Luke or anyone else had 
been contacted yet. 

Don LaPorte apologized to me stating 
that he spoke to John Morgan twice 
saying that he felt they owed me at least 
a conversation. Don LaPorte stated that 
Supervisor Morgan told him that he was not 
going to address the issue with Luke or any 
of the others “out of fear” I “would have 
more hell to pay”. I cannot begin to explain 
how I felt at this point. How would anyone 
feel? Did I actually believe anything would 
get resolved at this point? How do so many 
people knowingly ignore anyone in this 
type of situation? How could the very 
people both at the PD and township hall 
turn their cheek to anyone who is seeking 
help? Was the mandated harassment 
seminar just to make certain people look 
good? Did all this get swept under the rug 
to avoid the PD or Township Hall having

PFAS and Recreation 
on the Huron River 


It is safe to swim and boat. As the 
emerging threat of PFAS (per- and 
polyfluoroalkyl substances) has unfolded 
across Michigan and on the Huron River, it’s 
raised concerns about recreation. The good 
news is that swimming and boating on the 
Huron River Water Trail are still okay. For 
those activities, we can continue to enjoy the 
water as we have. PFAS isn’t a health risk 
when exposed to skin. It’s a health risk when 
ingested over time, so accidental mouthfuls 
of river water are no cause for concern. 

But, there are now two advisories regarding 
PFAS. State of Michigan has issued a Do 
Not Eat Fish Advisory for the entire river. 
Anglers should not eat any fish from the 
Huron River or the connected waterways 
for the foreseeable future. We expect that 
advisory will remain in place for several 
years. 

The state also issued a second advisory 
telling people not to ingest river foam. Those 
of us with pets or small children should stay

away from river foam when possible and 
avoid lingering below dams or where foam 
tends to occur. PFAS concentrates in foam. 
That said, foam is naturally occurring on the 
river and not all foam is PFAS foam, but 
it’s often impossible to know the difference 
by looking at it. Wash your hands and rinse 
off after making contact with foamy water. 
Rinsing with non-foamy river water is okay. 

As we head into the 2019 paddling season, 
there are many encouraging signs. PFAS 
levels were much higher on the Huron 
River during the late summer of 2018. One 
of the major sources of PFAS to the river 
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took steps to reduce its discharge of PFAS 
chemicals, and contamination levels on the 
river have dropped significantly. There are 
likely several other lesser sources, and the 
Huron River Watershed Council is working 
with state and local partners to identify those 
sources, reduce contamination to the river, 
and inform paddlers on the Water Trail.

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VBT Board approves change of Iron Belle Trail on east end

The Iron Belle Trail route has been 
changed on the east end of Van Buren 
Township and it will now go straight down 
East Huron River Drive from the City of 
Belleville to the entrance of the Lower 
Huron Metropark at Haggerty Road. 

At the regular meeting of the VBT Board of 
Trustees on June 4, the board unanimously 
passed a resolution approving the revised 
route. There is no additional cost to the 
township at this time, but the township 
board may have future finance decisions,

said Supervisor Kevin McNamara. 

The resolution states the township has 
received information that Wayne County 
plans to perform work on the bridge on 
East Huron River Drive and the entrance 
to Lower Huron Metropark, including the 
addition of sidewalks on the south side of 
the bridge. 

The previously approved route of the 
eastern half of the Iron Belle Trail in 
the township had planned to go east on 
East Huron River Drive from the City of 
Belleville to Edison Lake Road in front of

on the old bridge, then north to French 
Landing Park to Haggerty Road then south 
on Haggerty to the Metropark entrance. 

Engineering firm PEA, Inc., which 
is designing and doing preliminary 
engineering on the route, evaluated the 
new information and recommended the 
route be revised. 

The board was advised that in the future 
as trail planning and design efforts continue 
it may be necessary to make modifications 
to the route. These changes will be brought 
back to the board. 

Jeffrey Smith of PEA said the new route 
scores highest of any proposed for that area 
and it will offer the following benefits: 

e It eliminates two road crossings, 
therefore making the route much safer. 

e It also eliminates the engineering 
challenges by Sandy’s Marina. 

e It eliminates concerns about the 
deteriorating bridge. 

e It eliminates the potential conflict with 
the land owner east of the river. 

e The very outspoken residents along this 
route strongly prefer avoiding Edison Lake 
Road and the road crossings. 

e Huron River Drive crosses the railroad 
tracks at 90 degrees which is safer than the 
angled crossing on Haggerty. 

Supervisor McNamara said the head 
of bridge maintenance at Wayne County 
has confirmed the upcoming work on the 
bridge and has said 6’ sidewalks would be 
on both sides of the bridge that is being 
repaired. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked if the 
township has written documentation that 
the bridge widening work will be done. She 
said the report she heard said, “if possible.” 

“Based on an official I talked to, Wayne 
County would not pay for the sidewalks,” 
Trustee Miller said referring to her longtime 
contact Wayne County Commissioner Al 
Haidous. 

“The supervisor assures us he has it 
in writing,’ Miller said. She said the 
supervisor says the county will pay for it 
and, if not, the township may be able to use 
funding for the Iron Belle Trail. 

She called the route change “a good 
alternative.” 

Supervisor McNamara said it would cost 


from $700,000 to $1 million to repair the 
old bridge and a half million dollars per 
road crossing. 

“T think this would work out nice,” 
McNamara said. 

Trustee Paul White read an email sent 
by Ali Aljawad, head bridge engineer 
at Wayne County, to VBT Director of 
Planning and Economic Development Ron 
Akers, that Akers had read at the work/ 
study session the day before. This was 
in reply to a question by Akers on bridge 
work at that site. 

The email said the deck repair and 
rehabilitation of the bridge is scheduled for 
2020 and there will be six-foot sidewalks 
on both sides, “if this is feasible.” 

During the work/study session, McNamara 
said he talked to Wayne County Executive 
Warren Evans and Director of Public 
Services Beverly Watts about it. He said 
they are Ali’s bosses and Ali is in charge of 
bridge engineering. 

Akers said he asked Ali if one side could 
be 10 feet wide for the Iron Belle Trail and 
he said they’d look at it. 

McNamara said if the sidewalk isn’t 
built, the board could change the route. 
But, he said, Iron Belle would pay to make 
it wider. 

“You’re going to get this -- maybe nicer,” 
he said of the bridge. “I think we’ve got the 
opportunity.” 

In other business at the 47-minute June 4 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved paying $202,574 with a 10% 
discretionary fund to Fonson Company, 

nc., for the Briarwood Sanitary Repair 
with money coming from the Water and 
Sewer Fund. Water and Sewer Director 
Jim Taylor said regular camera testing 
found a 300-foot section of sanitary sewer 
had defects that could cause constriction 
of flow which could send sewage into 
basements in the 20-year-old subdivision 
on Van Born at Briarwood Drive. The work 
will impact three residential driveways and 
these residents at 6300, 6316 and 6334

Consumer Confidence Report 


The Belleville Water Department wants you to know that your tap water is safe to drink and that it meets or 
surpasses all Federal and State standards for quality and safety. 


Overview 

The City of Belleville is proud of the fine drinking water it provides. This annual water quality report shows the 
source of our water, lists the results of our tests and contains much important information about water and 
health. Belleville Water Department will notify you immediately if there is any reason for concern about your 
water. We are happy to show you how we have surpassed water-quality standards. You will receive reports 
like this each and every year by July 1 regarding your water. 


Drinking water quality is important to our community and the region. The City of Belleville and the Great Lakes 
Water Authority (GLWA) are committed to meeting state and federal water quality standards including the 
Lead and Copper Rule. With the Great Lakes as our water source and proven treatment technologies, the 
GLWA consistently delivers safe drinking water to our community. Belleville operates the system of water 
mains that carry this water to your home’s service line. This year’s Water Quality Report highlights the 
performance of GLWA and Belleville water professionals in delivering some of the nation’s best drinking water. 
Together, we remain committed to protecting public health and maintaining open communication with the 
public about our drinking water. 


Water Source 

The City of Belleville water is supplied by the Great Lakes Water Authority from its Southwest Water 
Treatment Plant. The Great Lakes Water Authority provides drinking water to approximately 4.2 million 
people in 126 Michigan Communities. The City of Belleville purchased over 104,000,000 gallons of water in 
2018. 


The system uses water drawn from the Detroit River through a 12-foot diameter intake that is approximately 
120-feet deep. The line slopes to a depth of 132-feet in approximately one mile where it connects at a vertical 
shore shaft, which causes raw water to rise and enter a land tunnel. The 12-foot diameter shore or land tunnel 
travels another 3 miles to the Southwest plant’s low lift pumps. The many miles of deep raw water tunnels are 
periodically inspected either by divers or with cameras for structural integrity and zebra mussel infestation. 


Your source water comes from the Detroit River, situated within the Lake St. Clair, Clinton River, Detroit River, 
Rouge River, Ecorse River, in the U.S. and parts of the Thames River, Little River, Turkey Creek and Sydenham 
watersheds in Canada. The Michigan Department of Environmental Quality in partnership with the Detroit 
Water and Sewerage Department, and several other governmental agencies performed a source water 
assessment in 2004 to determine the susceptibility of potential contamination. The susceptibility rating is ona 
seven-tiered scale from "very low” to “very high” based primarily on geologic sensitivity, water chemistry, and 
contaminant sources. The susceptibility of our Detroit River source water intakes were determined to be highly 
susceptible to potential contamination. However, all four Detroit water treatment plants that use source water 
from Detroit River have historically provided satisfactory treatment of this source water to meet drinking 
water standards. 


GLWA has initiated source-water protection activities that include chemical containment, spill response, and a 

mercury reduction program. GLWA participates in a National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System permit 

discharge program and has an emergency response management plan. In 2015, GLWA received a grant from

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School Board ratifies 
contracts with VBASA, 
Food Service workers

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education ratified two union contracts with 
employees at its regular meeting May 28. 

Human Resources Director Abdul Madyun 
explained the Van Buren Administrators 
and Supervisors Association (VBASA) 
had a contract that expired in December 
and a tentative contract between the union 
and the school district was signed May 20. 
The new contract runs from July 1, 2019 to 
Dec. 31, 2019. 

The contract states, under BENEFITS: 
“The Health Care Insurance provided 
shall have coverage defined by the Priority 
HMO Plan $10/$40 co-pay prescription 
drug rider, with contraceptives and mail 
order prescription drug program, $20 co- 
pay for office visits, and $50 co-pay for 
emergency room visits.” 

He said if 10 members of VBASA sign 
up for the district’s new self-insurance 
medical plan in the works it will save the 
district $16,704 each and more than $4,000 
for each employee. 

The contract agreement states as a 
change: “The Board of Education shall 
make available an accident and sickness 
benefit policy which will pay up to 70% 
of salary to a maximum of $5,500 per 
month to each member of the bargaining 
unit. The insurance carrier is to be selected 
by the Board. Terms and conditions of 
the insurance policy shall govern as to all 
conditions of eligibility for benefits. During 
the period of this contract there shall be no 
alterations in terms and/or conditions of 
this policy which would reduce the level 
of benefits.” 

He also said they are working on a new 
salary scale for Owen Intermediate School. 
Director Madyun said the Owen employees 
have been in a gray area, not being in the 
elementary category nor the middle school 
category. 

As to Food Service workers, Madyun 
said they have a healthy amount of fund 
balance in their budget and their contract 
expires June 30. 

He said if seven members take the new 
insurance, it will save the district $14,700 
each and more than $3,000 individually. 

The contract includes the group agreeing 
to move to the self-insurance medical plan. 

Madyun also said the new contract grants 
Food Service employees raises of $1 an 
hour and also addresses their pay when 
school is cancelled. 

With the new contract, “Now they can 
use sick days when there is a waiver,” he 
said, up to the amount of days that the state 
forgives for the remaining days. He added 
the hourly workers were actually losing 
money on the days school was cancelled. 

Employees who are categorized 
as working 30 hours a week shall be 
considered regular employees eligible for 
insurance. Those regularly scheduled to

How Do We Know Our Water Is Safe? 

We obtain water from the Great Lakes Water Authority whose treatment facilities operate 24 hours a day, 7 
days a week. The treatment process begins with the disinfecting the source water with chlorine to kill harmful 
microorganisms that can cause illness. Next, chemical called alum is mixed with the water to remove the fine 
particles that make the water cloudy or turbid. Alum causes the particles to clump together and settle to the 
bottom. Fluoride is also added to protect our teeth from cavities and decay. 


The water then flows through fine sand filters called beds. These filters remove even more particles and 
certain microorganisms that are resistant to chlorine. Finally, a small amount of phosphoric acid and chlorine 
are added to the treated water just before it leaves the treatment plant. The phosphoric acid helps control the 
lead that may dissolve in the water from household plumbing systems. The chlorine keeps the water 
disinfected as it travels through water mains to reach your home. 


The water is tested for a variety of substances before treatment, during various stages of treatment and 
throughout the distribution system on a regular basis. The City of Belleville has several testing locations that 
are tested regularly by the Great Lakes Water Authority. If any contaminates are detected at an unacceptable 
level, the City as well as the residents will be notified. All of the City of Belleville samples have tested negative 
for total coliform bacteria. 


Unregulated Contaminants 

Unregulated contaminants are those for which the EPA has not established drinking water standards. 
Monitoring helps the EPA to determine where certain contaminants occur and whether it needs to regulate 
those contaminants. Beginning in July 2008 the Detroit Water and Sewerage Department (DWSD) began 
monitoring quarterly for unregulated contaminants under the Unregulated Contaminant Monitoring Rule 2 
(UCMR2). All UCMR2 contaminants monitored on the list 1 and list 2 in 2008 were undetected. The Great 
Lakes Water Authority provides the City of Belleville with water. Also, DWSD does not test the water for 
radon. 


What Is Cryptosporidium? 

Cryptosporidium is a disease causing parasite that lives in the intestinal tract of many animals including dogs 
and cats. Cryptosporidium can be introduced into bodies of water by way of surface runoff containing animal 
wastes and sewage discharges. 


GLWA voluntarily monitors for Cryptosporidium and Giardia in our untreated source water monthly. The 
untreated water samples collected from the Southwest Plant indicated the presence of one Giardia cyst in 
March. In addition, monitoring indicated the presence of one Giardia cyst and one Cryptosporidium oocyst in 
the untreated water from the Southwest Plant in July. Additional testing was performed on the treated water 
at the Southwest Plant and Cryptosporidium was absent. All other samples collected in the year 2018 were 
absent for the presence of Cryptosporidium and Giardia. Systems using surface water like GLWA must provide 
treatment so that 99.9 percent of Giardia lamblia is removed or inactivated. 


Cryptosporidium is a microbial pathogen found in the surface water throughout the U.S. Although filtration 
removes Cryptosporidium, the most commonly used filtration methods cannot guarantee 100 percent 
removal. Our monitoring indicates the presence of these organisms in our source water. Cryptosporidium was 
detected once during a twelve month period at the Detroit River intake plants. Current test methods do not 
allow us to determine if the organisms are dead or if they are capable of causing disease. Ingestion of 
Cryptosporidium may cause cryptosporidiosis, an abdominal infection. Symptoms of infection include nausea, 
diarrhea and abdominal cramps. Most healthy individuals can overcome the disease within weeks. However, 
immune-compromised people, infants and small children and the elderly are at the greater risk of developing 
life threatening illness. We encourage immune-compromised individuals to consult their doctor regarding 
appropriate precautions to take to avoid infection. Cryptosporidium must be ingested to cause disease and it 
may be spread through means other than drinking water.

Contaminants That May Be Found In Drinking Water 
“Drinking water, including bottled water may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of 
some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily indicate that water poses a health 
risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by calling the 
Environmental Protection Agency’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline at (800-426-4791). 


The sources of drinking water (both tap and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, 
springs and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the ground it dissolves naturally- 
occurring minerals and in some cases radioactive material and can pick up substances resulting from the 

presence of animals or from human activity. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage treatment plants, 
septic systems, agricultural livestock operations and wildlife. 


Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or result from 
urban storm water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, 


mining or farming. 


Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as agriculture, urban storm 
water runoff and residential uses. 


Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organics, which are by-products of 
industrial processes and petroleum production and can also come from gas stations, urban storm 
water runoff and septic systems. 


Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil and gas production 


and mining activities. 


In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations, which limit the amount of certain 
contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The Food and Drug Administration (FDA) regulations 
establish limits for contaminants in bottled water, which must provide the same protection for public health. 


Vulnerability Of Some Population To Contaminants 
Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than is the general population. 
Immuno-compromised persons such as persons with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who have 
undergone organ transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, some elderly and 
infants can be particularly at risk from infections. These people should seek advice about drinking water from 
their health care providers. EPA/CDC guidelines on appropriate means to lessen the risk of infection by 
Cryptosporidium and other microbial contaminants are available from the Safe Drinking Water hotline (800- 


426-4791).

Great Lakes Water Authority voluntarily monitors for Cryptosporidium and Giardia in our untreated source 
water monthly. The untreated water samples collected from the Southwest Plant indicated the presence of 
one Giardia cyst in March. In addition monitoring indicated the presence of one Giardia cyst and one 
Cryptosporidium oocyst in the untreated water from the Southwest Plant in July. Additional testing was 
performed on the treated water at the Southwest Plant and Cryptosporidium was absent. All other samples 
collected in the year 2018 were absent for the presence of Cryptosporidium and Giardia. 


Infants and young children are typically more vulnerable to lead in drinking water than the general population. 
It is possible that lead levels at your home may be higher than at other homes in the community as a result of 
materials used in your home’s plumbing. If you are concerned about elevated lead levels in your home’s water 
you may wish to have your water tested and flush your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using your tap

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Van Buren School Board 
gets details of union 
negotiations

At Monday’s meeting of the Van Buren 
Public Schools Board of Education, Human 
Resources Director Abdul Madyun gave 
a presentation on what is being offered 
to the VBEST and Secretaries unions in 
negotiations. 

Director Madyun reportedly invited 
leaders of the unions to the board meeting 
to hear his presentation. 

“The associations are concerned with 
what happened at the board meeting,” said 
Dennis Kubas of the Michigan Education 
Association. He said after he reviews a 
tape of the meeting, he will have more 
comments. 

At the meeting, Madyun spoke under what 
was called “Negotiation Presentation” 
on the agenda and supplied a nine-page 
document comparing the costs to the 
employees of the current insurance plan 
and a new plan being introduced by the 
district. 

He said if the employees want to keep 
the same health insurance, they keep the 
same salary. If they sign up for the new 
insurance, their salary will go up. 

He said they will continue to negotiate. 
Members of the school board said they 
couldn’t comment on this agenda item 
since it was still in negotiations. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said that 
since the new insurance program is a cost 
savings for the district, the district will put 
it back into salaries. 

At the last meeting, the board voted on 
the contract for the VBASA administrative 
union, which got members a one-time 
$1,000 off-schedule bonus for joining the 
new health insurance group. 

On Monday, the board voted unanimously 
to also give one-time $1,000 off-schedule 
bonuses to the 28 employees that are not 
affiliated with a union, since this group did 
the same insurance move to the new plan. 

Board vice president Susan Featheringill 
abstained from the vote since her daughter 
Sara Cortese is the district’s finance 
director and is one of the 28 on the list. 

In other business at the one-hour-35- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Honored seven employees who are 
retiring: George Buhro, Mary Lou Bell, 
Toby Fowler, Jeff Stillwagon, Kathi Patton, 
Shirley Scott, and Dave Bargardi; 

e Honored teams and individuals for 
athletic accomplishment in spring sports, 
including the softball team which earned 
a district title and a state award for team 
academics, since the team has a 3.3 GPA. 
Also honored was Tatiana, who qualified 
for state shotput competition three years in 
a row, and the track team; and 

e Approved a contract for next school year 
with the Michigan High School Athletic 
Association for athletic participation.

Lead And Copper Testing 

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant women and 
young children. Lead in drinking water is primarily from materials and components associated with service 
lines and home plumbing. The Belleville Water Department is responsible for providing high quality drinking 
water, but cannot control the variety of materials used in plumbing components. When your water has been 
sitting for several hours, you can minimize the potential for lead exposure by flushing your tap for 30 seconds 
to 2 minutes before using water for drinking or cooking. If you are concerned about lead in your water, you 
may wish to have your water tested. Information on lead in drinking water, testing methods, and steps you 
can take to minimize exposure is available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline or at 
http://www.epa.gov/safewater/lead. 


Safe drinking water is a shared responsibility. The water that GLWA delivers to our community does not contain 
lead. Lead can leach into drinking water through home plumbing fixtures, and in some cases, customer service lines. 
Corrosion control reduces the risk of lead and copper from leaching into your water. Orthophosphates are added 
during the treatment process as a corrosion control method to create a protective coating in service pipes 
throughout the system, including in your home or business. The City of Belleville performs required lead and copper 
sampling and testing in our community. Water consumers also have a responsibility to maintain the plumbing in 
their homes and businesses, and can take steps to limit their exposure to lead. 


Water Quality Data 

Your drinking water is continuously monitored above and beyond Federal and State Laws. Monitoring 
frequencies vary by parameter, so some of the test dates for the results are a few years old because it is the 
most recent information. In addition, monitoring must be performed by the individual community. The 
community-specific information is presented in a separate table. The following table shows all the 
contaminants that were detected in your water. 


Your drinking water met all the State and EPA monitoring and reporting requirements for 2018. Not listed are 
the hundreds of other contaminants tested for, but not found in your water.

City Comments 

You can save hundreds even thousands of gallons of water each day by making adjustments to your daily 
routines. Simply install a low flow faucet aerator to save 1 to 3 gallons of water per minute of use. A low flow 
shower head can save you 10 gallons of water per minute which is an average of about 20,000 gallons a year. 
Watch for any drips in faucets. A running toilet can waste up to 74,000 gallons of water in just 3 months. 


When using a sprinkler system, Do Not Over Water! Make sure your sprinkler heads are only watering your 
lawn and not your driveway or sidewalk. Sweep sidewalks and driveways rather than hosing them down to 
save about 50 gallons of water every 5 minutes. Lawns only need about on inch of water per week. 


If you see any suspicious activity around the water system or fire hydrants, contact the City of Belleville 
Department of Public Works during regular business hours or the Belleville Police Department 24 hours a day, 
7 days a week.
